It is the outcome of the un- 
animous passing of that resolution 
and the corroborative and amplify- 
ing resolutions of later date that, 
we have to-day the interesting and 
important ceremony which is to 
take place out by the four. 
mile post on the  Yangtsepoo 
Road. At noon the first open- 
ing of the ground is to be 
made for the tramway system which 
Mesara Bruce, Peebles and Co., Ld. 
in conjunction with the Shanghai 
Electric Construction Co., Ld., are 
to put down by agreement with the 
Municipal Council. The oocasion 
is a notable one and it is fitting to 
state briefly what is eventually to 
be done and whut preliminary pro- 
gress has already been made, 

The tramway when completed 
will consist of twenty-three miles 
of track, including double track, and 
the gauge will be of one metre or 
89,3708 inches. The double line 
will commence at Bubbling Well 
Road at the cross roads near the 
Chinese garden and extend 
down Avenue Road, Carter 
Road, Bubbling Well Road to the 
Bund, with the exception of the 
small piece of line between Kiangse 

~Roud and the Bund. It has not 
been yet definitely decided whether 
the latter piece of line shall be 
single or double, but there is much 
to be said in favour of a double line 
in this narrow crowded thorough- 
fare, The line along the Bund 
from the Yangkingpang and to the 
Astor House, at least, will be double 
with asingle line down Broadway

while in the cold or wet weather the 
sides will be closed and the seats 
longitudinal. Each car will provide 











seating accommodation for eight 
first-class passengers nnd twenty- 
two second-class, The first and 
second class compartments wlll be 
uite separate, . 

U The Seaway is to be constructed 
on the overhead trolly system, and 
the power will be supplied to the 
Company by the Municipal Council 
from the electric light works, 
Fearon Road, The power will be 
distribuied from the works by 
catles laid under the footway, 
roads, or gutters, in troughs filled 
up with bitumen. It has been 
pointed out at Ratepayers’ meetings 
that the Municipal Council will 
need additional machinery a’ their 
works to generate the additional 
amount of power required, and we 
understand that they are now in- 
viting tenders at home. 

The rail will be laid on six 
inches of conerete, and along the 
Bund and the narrow part of tho 
Nanking Rond, wood paving will be 
laid between nnd eighteen inches

Road, but the ratepayers are 
searcely likely to go to the 
expense of — wood-paving the 
Bund, at least xt present, 
The rails on which the cars will

THE OPENING 
OF MANCHORIA. 


25th Apri. 

Durina the late war no part of 
Jupan’s policy was 80 marked and 
nothing, perhaps, contributed more 
directly to her wonderful su 
than her steadfast refusal to 
turned aside from her purpose 
either by cajolery or calumny. 
The end having been determined 
upon, it was sought with a grim 
doggedness of endeavour which was 
sometimes wondered at, anil not in- 
frequently considered to be the out- 
come merely of a lack of originality 
or the power to muke the most of 
circumstances and advantages as 
they arose, But war directedby a 
system prevailed, as it has indeed 
always prevailed in the end, over 
war directed brilliantly and errati 
cally. The lessons of Cromwell’ 
Ironsides and Kitchener's march io 
Khartoum were merely enforced 
anew. The war being now happily 
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ended, Japan has maintained her 


policy. While the withdrawal 
of the Russians from northern 
Manchuria has been slow and 


uncertain, Japan has conveyed her 
armies home again even in advance 
of the date on which they were 
due to arrive there, The ‘Treaty of 
Portsmuth was signed on the 23rd 
of August last year and it stipu- 
lated that the evacuation of Man- 
churia should be completed within 
eighteen months, There are, there- 
fore, (en months yet to run’ before 
the arrival of the day, which the 
belligerents agreed between them- 
selves should be the limit of with- 
from China her rights of 
sovereignty. But while in her sub- 
sequent negotiations with China, 
Japan carefully abstained from 
entering into an engagement to 
curtail that period, she has since 
shown every disposition to hasten 
the evacuation as much as possible: 
and already the admini-tration 
very largely in the hands of H.E. 
Chao Erh-sén at Mukden,

There oxists the Chekiang 
Road tribunal, which with all its 
admitted shortcomings has yet 
served a useful purpose in the 
past, and pending the conclusion 
of « new arrangement at Peking, 
the Taotai would best prove the 
sincerity of his desires for order in 
the Settlement by seeing to it that 
the Mixed Court magis:rates shall 
co-operate to the limit of their 
powers in the suppression of the 
scoundrels “whose business it is 
to squeeze and rob the people,” 0 
that “cases of larceny and burglary 
have been frequently reported.”

But what are the facts? They 
are set out very clearly in the 
report of the Captain-Superinten- 
dent of Police, which Mr. Holliday 
uotes in his forcible letter to the 
jenior Consul on the 24th of March:

for a reference to the Taotai. 
A’ complete understanding in 
regard to the present Mixed 
Court, or any other tribunal which 
is formed to succeed it, may, with 
all the various elements that have to 
be cor red, be a question of time. 
What is urgent, and we can only 
hope that the urgency has been 
duly pressed on the Diplomatic 
Body, is that in the meantime the 
Settlement shall not be deprived of 
all means whatsoever of self-protec- 
tion from the enemies of society.

Translation of letter fron th: Taotai to the 
Senior Consul, dated 18th Murch, 1908. 
Shanghai is a principal port of trade 
whorein Chinese and foroigners sottle 
down and reside—tho good and the 
bad together. Since assuming charge 
of the Tuotaiship, I h..ve beon informed 
y ruftians and I 
jous parts of the city 
the Settlement, whore business is to 
‘quoezo and rob the people, and cases 
of larceny and burglary have been 
frequently reported, But what is more, 
in spite of tho vast numbers of detec: 
tives and constables in the Settlement, 
those lawless vagabonds are still bold 
‘enough to use weapons in the commis- 
sion of vivlent crime: without the 
slightest apprehension, Such a state 
of affaira is already intolerable during 
timo of peace ; and they will no doubt 
bo a dangorous factor in time of trou- 
ble, and riot. ‘The disturbance of last 
year haa already soriously affected the 
good order and peace of the port and 
causod considorable damage to people, 
Chineso and fo Tho 
fears aro thinking of 
above matter, and Lam therefore 
of opinion that every effort should be

‘Tuo Director of Sicawei Obsorvatory 
reports under date tho 18th inst, :— 

‘The groat San Fi 0 earthquake 
was rogisteroi by the soisinograplis of 
the Sicawoi Observatory. The per- 
turbation was rather strong, 
andthe —commotions propagated 
through the torrostrial crust, lasted a 
little over 1 hour and 34 minutes.

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A LAWYER 
ON EXTRATERRI- 
TORIALITY,

‘Mr, Gustavus Oblinger, the son 
ofa well-known missionary in China, 
and himeelf a lawyer who recently 
left for America, after practising 
for eome time in Shanghai, has 
been discussing in the “Michigan 
Law Review” the old, but by 
no means threadbare, subject of 
ex'ratertitoriality. ‘The problem is 
one which is daily becoming more 
insistent, and the growth of a public 
feeling in China, pari passu with 
the spread of education and the in- 
creasing influence of the printing 
preas, makes it certain thab the day 
of serious discussion cannot be inde- 
finitely postponed. Mr. Oblinger, 
therefore, if he has nothing very 
fresh to advance, has done a public 
service in gathering up, mainly of 
course for the information of those 
who study China only from the 
outside, the main facts in the 
situation, He has done it clearly 
and concisely. At tho outset 
Mr. Ohlinger draws attention to 
the fact, perhaps, not known to 
some, that “the Chinese have long 
been accustomed to the presence 
in their midst of foreign popula- 
tions governed by laws peculiar to 
themselves and perchance, owing 
allegiance to a foreign sover- 
eignty.” In proof of this nssertion 
be refers to the early Arabian 
traders who, over » thousand years 
ago, resorted to Canton; to the 
Mohammedans who have for many 
centuries been subject toa separate 
law and their own authorities ; to 
the Portuguese at Macao; and to 
the Dutch, Spaniards, English and 
other nationalities, who came nt a 
later date, and who were permitted 
to manage their affairs in their 
own way in the quarter allotted to 
them in Canton. 

Since the revision of the Chinese 
Penal Code, nearly 260 years ugo, 
several cases involving the lives of 
foreigners have arisen, A considera- 
tion of these cases indicates the 
necessity that exists that some 
form of extraterritorinlity must be 
devised to make it possible for for- 
eigners to live in Chins. This 
Penal Code, in a provision modi_ 
fied, however, by subsequent Im. 
perial rescripts, provided that for- 
eigners guilty of offences should be 
ted and sentenced “according to 
the established laws.” The various 














events that bear on the subject 
which transpired before the first 
treaty with Uhina in 1842 are 
touched upon, but lack of space 
will not permit us to refer more 
fally to this interesting aspect of 
the question. Suffice it to say tht, 
although the Treaty of Nunking 
made provision for the payment of 
fan indemnity to Great Britain for 
commercial facilities, and for the 
collection of import and export 
duties, yet nothing wns settled 
regarding jurisdiction. ‘This omis- 
sion appears a somewhat remark- 
able one, but, of course, the ques- 
tion would not, in those early days, 
present itsclf for consideration as 
forcibly as it did Inter on, It was 
reserved for the first treaty between 
the United States and China in 
1844 to deal in earnest with the 
question of jurisdiction. By this 
treaty American gs were 
removed once for all from Chinese 
criminal jurisdiction. This article 
was embodied in substance in the 
French treaty, concluded four 
months later, and copied literally 
in the Tientsin treaty fourteen 
ears Inter, since when its benefits 

‘ave been extended to all nationa- 
lities, 

‘As we have already said, the 
remedy can only be looked 
an unsatisfactory m. 
Oblinger remarks: “it involves a 
multiplicity of suits and confusion of 
laws, and calls forth national pre- 
judices,” But that any satisfactory 
remedy can be found no one thus 
far has presumed to advance, ‘The 
Chinese themselves must recognise

is satisfactory to see indications 
that the better-instructed Chinese, 
acquiesce, nt least some of them, in 
this view of the case, us ix evidenced 
by the admission of H. E. Liu Shih- 
hsun, the recently-appointed Chi- 
nese Minister to France, who was 
asked by our own correspondent in 
Paris, whilet discussing the aban- 
donment of extraterritorial juris- 
diction in Japan by the Powers, 
whether China desired a similar 
concession and whether he thought 
Europeans would willingly submit 
themselves to Chinese justice. He 
replied that the time was not yet 
rip: for such a change, but that 
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and had already begun to reform 
her Penal Code, 

Oblinger is nob very opti- 
in his views as to whether 
China will in the near, or 
even the more remote future, be 
ready for the obtaining from the 
Powers of the same concession that 
Japan proved herself worthy to 
secure from them. The national 
character of the Chinese, according 
to Mr. Oblinger, will prove to be an 
inseparable barrier. “ ‘ he Chinese 
jare a people who for centuries havo 
become impregnated with chica- 
nery, the practice of deception and 
dishonesty, and this hus produced 
an atmosphere of suspicion and 
distrust, Confidence in themselves, 
in each other, and in those who 
should be their leaders, is impos- 
sible, and without this any move- 
ment is, of course, destined to 
failure.” This view seems to us to be 
unjustifiably harsh and pessimistic. 
‘The crude burbarities which are 
still perpetrated in the name of 
[justice in this country, and the 
constait uncertainty as to the good 
faith of the Chinese Government, 
are not conducive to hopefulness, 
but the indications from all parts of 
the Empire are that, if slowly still 
surely, a widening view is being ta- 
ken by officialdom and people alike,
